TO HAVE ALUMNI 
SECRETARY SOON 


Permanent Officer Will 
Be Chosen By Com­

That Gettysburg College will have 
an alumni secretary has been definitely 
decided by the members of the board 
of trustees and the alumni associa­ 
tion. 
While agitation for the creation of 
such an office has been growing for 
the pant several years, no workable 
agreement could be reached whereby 
the necessary funds for the main­ 
tenance of a permanent secretary were 
or could he made available, but it is 
thought at this time that these ob­ 
structions have been cleared away and 
that the amount necessary for this 
department will he available. 
The matter of selecting the sec­ 
retary has been left in the hands of 
a committee, of which Dr. Henry W. 
A. Hanson, president of the college, is 
chairman, and consisting of two mem­ 
bers of the hoard of trustees and two 
members from the alumni association. 
The work of the new secretary will 
consist of keeping the records of all 
alumni of the 
college, 
and 
prin­ 
cipally the publishing of an alumnus 
magazine, containing the news of the 
graduates of the college, as well as 
a resume of the work being ac­ 
complished in the institution. 
For

present 
the 
work 
of 
cataloguing the members of the as­ 
sociation, establishing contacts with 
them and making a preliminary sur­ 
vey of the work will be started with­ 
in a short time, but the matter of 
selecting a permanent man for the 
position will be carried over for prob­ 
ably a year, authorities of the college 
stated today.

In the meantime the members of 
the committee who will select the per­ 
manent secretary will be hunting an 
available man to take care of the 
work. 
The office will in all probability be 
located in Glatfelter hail. 
It has been the desire of the mem­ 
bers of the alumni association that 
such on office be created, pointing to 
the success which has been attained 
by colleges that have instituted this 
system. 
Under this office the plans 
of the alumni that hold their reunions 
each year are carried out in so far 
as it is posible and besides the extra 
contacts previously handled by mem­ 
bers of the faculty can be cared for 
by this office, thus relieving any pres­ 
sure upon the administration of the 
faculty. 
The plan has been in vogue in many 
of the larger colleges for a number 
of years and of late has been adopted 
by quite a number of the smaller in­ 
stitutions which are anxious that its 
former students be kept informed of 
the progress being made by them and 
also to aid them in renewing ac­ 
quaintances of their college days.
